While  at  St.  Joe,  Maurice  and  his 
wife,  Rosemary,  had  lived  at  the 
home  of  Mrs.  Ben  Jones  of  Rens¬ 
selaer.  After  graduation  he  went 
to  work  as  a  chemist  for  the  Swit¬ 
zer  Paint  Company  of  Cleveland. 

St.  Joe  to  Host 
Summer  Camp 

Saint  Joseph’s  will  host  a  Sum¬ 
mer  Band  Camp  this  summer  for 
one  week  beginning  August  13.  It 
was  one  of  the  two  schools  chosen 
by  the  National  Catholic  Band- 
asters’  Association  as  a  campsite, 
the  other  being  St.  Joseph’s  on  the 
Rio  Grande  in  Albuquerque. 

Bernard  E.  Qubeck,  assistant 
professor  of  music  at  St.  Joseph’s 
and  president  of  the  National  Cath¬ 
olic  Bandmasters’  Association, 
stated  that  the  ultimate  objective 
of  the  Summer  Band  Camp  is  the 
promotion  of  a  higher  standard  of 
musicianship  among  those  Catho¬ 
lic  bandsmen  in  attendance,  by  the 
integration  of  all  the  processes  of 
Christian  living  and  education 
through  the  correlation  of  music, 
prayer  and  recreation  in  a  health¬ 
ful  camp  atmosphere,  providing  for 
both  spiritual  as  well  as  the  musi¬ 
cal  and  recreational  needs  of  the 
camper.  “We  feel  that  this  over¬ 
all  approach,  considering  the  whole 
life  of  the  camper,  makes  us  a 
unique  organization  among  music 
camps.” 

The  NCBA  summer  camp  is  open 
to  all  school  members  from  seventh 
grade  through  senior  year  of  high 
school  who  are  judged  by  their 
band  directors  as  being  worthy 
camp  members.  Both  Catholic  and 
non-Catholic  students  are  invited 
to  attend. 


Mr.  Joe  Albers,  representing  the 
Cincinnati  area,  presented  to  the 
Board  a  plan  for  an  annual  ob¬ 
servance  for  all  alumni  to  be  held 
on  the  campus  beginning  with  the 
summer  of  1963.  Mr.  Albert  in¬ 
dicated  that  he  felt  that  the  alumni, 
as  a  group,  had  been  somewhat 
slighted  in  regard  to  previous 
Homecoming  activities.  He,  per¬ 
sonally,  feels  that  Homecoming  is 
geared  toward  the  students  pres¬ 
ently  on  campus  and  is  not  a  week¬ 
end  solely  for  the  benefit  of  the 
alumni.  He  therefore  proposed  a 
two-day  affair  during  which  the 
housing  facilities  on  campus  could 
be  made  available  for  alumni  and 
their  families.  The  resolution  was 
taken  under  consideration  by  the 
Board  but  no  definite  action  was 
taken.  Mr.  Albers  indicated  that 
he  would  formulate  the  idea  more 
specifically  and  present  a  report 
at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Directors. 

Mr.  McGrath  inquired  as  to  the 
possibility  of  implementing  the 
proposed  plan  to  change  the  fore¬ 
mat  of  Contact  to  that  of  a  book¬ 
let.  The  Alumni  Director  indicated 
that  if  the  change  could  be  made 
without  further  financial  strain  it 
would  probably  be  done  in  the  sum¬ 
mer  months  of  1962.  The  present 
printer  is  equipped  to  make  the 
change. 

Mr.  McGrath  asked  the  Alumni 
Director,  Mr.  Richert,  the  current 
status  of  the  new  constitution. 
It  was  indicated  in  response  that 
the  constitution  had  been  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  President’s  Council 
and  was  ready  for  mailing  to  the 
members  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Board  of  Directors.  It  was  resolved 
that  the  implementing  of  this  con¬ 
stitution  should  be  effected  in  the 
summer  months. 

Mr.  McGrath  then  reported  to 
the  Board  about  the  formation  of 
the  committees  for  the  Capital  Gifts 
Campaign  in  the  Chicago  area.  He 
pointed  out  that  he  was  pleased 
with  the  response  and  that  the 
Chicago  area  phase  of  the  cam¬ 
paign  appears  to  be  moving  for¬ 
ward  at  a  good  pace.

Fr.  Dirksen’s  Book 
Sees  Second  Revision 

Holt  Rinehart  and  Winston,  Inc. 
have  just  published  a  second  re¬ 
vised  edition  of  A  Life  of  Christ  by 
Father  Aloys  Dirksen,  C.PP.S.  The 
first  edition  was  published  by  the 
Dryden  Press  in  1952.  The  book  has 
gone  through  four  printings  and 
been  recorded  on  disks  by  the  New 
Jersey  Commission  for  the  Blind.  It 
has  been  used  at  Notre  Dame,  Se- 
ton  Hall,  Loyola  and  many  other 
colleges. 

Fr.  Dirksen  is  also  the  author 
of  Elementary  Patrology,  a  text¬ 
book  on  early  Christian  Literature 
that  is  used  in  a  number  of  semin¬ 
aries.  It  was  published  by  B.  Her¬ 
der  Book  Co.  in  1959.  Fr.  Dirksen’s 
first  book  was  his  doctoral  disser¬ 
tation,  The  New  Testament  Con¬ 
cept  of  Metanoia,  a  detailed  study 
of  the  biblical  word  for  Repentance 
and  the  cognates  of  this  word  in 
the  languages  of  the  Bible. 

Besides  these  original  works,  Fa¬ 
ther  Dirksen  has  contributed  to  the 
Confraternity  Edition  of  the  New 
Testament,  to  the  Commentary  on 
the  New  Testament  and  the  Holy 
Family  Bible. 

Fr.  Dirksen  has  contributed  to 
such  scientific  journals  as  The 
Classical  Bulletin,  the  Catholic 
Biblical  Quarterly,  the  American 
Ecclesiastical  Review,  the  Homile¬ 
tic  and  Pastoral  Review  as  well  as 
to  popular  magazines  such  as  Co¬ 
lumbia,  The  Messenger  of  the  Pre¬ 
cious  Blood,  The  Missionary,  etc. 


Later  a  reception  was  held  in 
Raleigh  Hall  for  the  graduates, 
parents  and  friends.

“What  Are  Your  Alumni  Doing?” 

Not  long  ago  a  college  president,  who  had  a  very  good 
case  for  the  support  of  a  much-needed  building  project,  kept 
a  lunch  date  with  the  executive  of  a  big  charitable  founda¬ 
tion.  During  lunch  the  president,  encouraged  by  some  keen 
leading  questions,  described  the  need  for  the  project  in  pre¬ 
cise,  if  somewhat  glowing  terms,  and  suggested,  with  his 
usual  tact,  that  the  college  would  like  to  apply  to  the  founda¬ 
tion  for  a  grant  to  help  complete  the  building. 

The  foundation  executive,  to  whom  such  appeals  are 
all  part  of  the  day’s  work,  waited  until  coffee  came,  and  then 
fired  the  inevitable  loaded  question :  “How  much  help,”  he 
asked,  “are  you  getting  from  your  own  people ?  Specifically, 
what  are  your  alumni  doing  to  help  you,  not  so  much  in  terms 
of  dollars,  but  in  terms  of  participation?” 

There  was  a  long  pause. 

“Well,”  said  the  president,  “I  haven’t  checked  the  figures 
lately,  but  last  year  our  alumni  contributed  about  $20,000 
to  the  annual  fund.  I  would  guess  perhaps  twenty  per  cent 
of  them  participated.” 

“Not  enough,”  s aid  the  executive,  “from  our  viewpoint. 
I  think  you’ll  find  that  corporations  and  foundations,  in  gen¬ 
eral,  support  colleges  that  make  a  real  effort  to  support  them¬ 
selves.  Why  don’t  you  see  if  you  can  get  alumni  backing 
for  this  project,  and  then  come  back  to  us  again?” 

So  that’s  the  story.  And  it  has  a  moral  for  Saint  Joseph’s 
College. 

Saint  Joseph’s  College  has  a  good  case  for  its  Diamond 
Jubilee  Fund  and  the  building  program.  It  has  received  im¬ 
pressive  support  from  the  newly-organized  group  of  Fellows 
of  the  College  —  over  $125,000  since  its  inception  four  months 
ago.  The  College  continues  to  seek  additional  help  from 
foundations  and  corporations.  But  it  needs  the  support  of  as 
many  of  the  Saint  Joe  alumni  body  as  possible. 

Many  alumni  have  already  contributed  to  the  Diamond 
Jubilee,  which  is  to  extend  over  a  three-year  period;  some 
have  become  Fellows  of  the  College.  Most  alumni  will  not

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Mr.  Robert  Conley,  Board  Mem¬ 
ber  from  the  Five  County  Area, 
inquired  as  to  when  the  campaign 
would  begin  in  the  Rensselaer  area.

The  Saint  Joseph’s  Bowling  Team  under  the  direction  of  coach 
Father  Boniface  Dreiling  traveled  to  Kansas  City,  Mo.,  April  27-28 
to  claim  third  place  in  the  National  Association  of  Intercollegiate 
Bowlers’  first  Annual  Tournament. 

The  Puma  keglers  finished  a  12-game  total  of  10,982  pins,  132 
behind  Gannon  College  (Erie,  Pa.)  and  73  behind  Central  Oklahoma 
State  College  (Edmund,  Okla.). 

_ Saint  Joseph’s  held  a  61-pin  lead 

over  Gannon  after  the  first  three 
rounds  (nine  games),  but  in  the 
first  game  of  the  final  round  Gan¬ 
non  rolled  a  phenominal  1017  team 
game  to  move  ahead  of  the  Pumas 
who  rolled  an  828. 

Although  the  St.  Joe  team  fol¬ 
lowed  with  game  scores  of  851  and 
911,  they  were  unable  to  regain 
the  lead. 

In  seasonal  competition  the  keg¬ 
lers  finished  first  in  the  Midwest 
Intercollegiate  Bowling  Conference 
over  Notre  Dame,  DePaul,  Loyola, 
ITT  and  Valparaiso  in  that  order. 

The  bowlers  managed  only  a 
third  place  in  the  MIBC  tourney  at 
the  end  of  the  season.  In  a  close 
tournament  the  Pumas  had  a  total 
pin  fall  of  2740  right  behind  sec¬ 
ond  place  Notre  Dame  with  2752 
and  first  place  DePaul  with  2768. 

At  the  MIBC  banquet  which  fol¬ 
lowed  the  tournament  the  Pumas 
walked  off  with  15  trophies.  As 
this  year’s  leader  in  conference 
standings,  the  bowling  team  re¬ 
ceived  the  three-feet-high  travel¬ 
ing  trophy  which  changes  hands 
and  is  awarded  to  the  leading  team 
each  year.  Each  player  on  the  team 
received  an  individual  trophy  also 
since  the  team  was  the  conference 
leader. 

In  the  category  of  highest  aver¬ 
ages  in  conference  matches,  four 
Pumas  received  trophies:  Pat  Del- 
Cotto  was  second;  captain  Wally 
Nedza  (the  only  graduating  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  squad)  was  third;  Steve 
Jupinka  was  fourth;  Harry  Han¬ 
sen  was  eighth.  Pat  DelCotto  also 
won  a  trophy  for  third  highest 
game  during  the  regular  season. 

Steve  Jupinka  was  awarded  an¬ 
other  trophy  for  having  pulled 
down  the  highest  series  in  confer¬ 
ence  play  while  Wally  Nedza  re¬ 
ceived  a  second  in  the  same  cate¬ 
gory.  Pat  DelCotto  and  Wally 
Nedza  also  received  trophies  in  the 
category  of  highest  series  in  tour¬ 
nament  play  claiming  second  and 
third  places  respectively.
